By  now  we've  all  heard  about  the 
benefits  of  being  plugged  into  the  infor- 
mation superhighway  and  surfing  the 
world-wide  web  of  the  Internet,  but 
how  is  the  Internet  advantageous  to  stu- 
dents? 

Selwyn  House  uses  a  form  of  the 
Internet  for  a  project  called  WIER 
(Writers  In  Electronic  Residence). 
Students  write  stories  and  send  them  via 
the  Net  to  several  published  authors 
who  agree  to  participate  in  the  project. 
The  authors  read  the  stories  and 
respond. 

Students  can  also  send  their  writing 
to  other  students  in  a  different  school 
for  commentary,  as  well  as  receive  work 
from  other  students  to  comment  upon. 

Students  in  Grades  3  and  7  have 
been  writing  at  such  a  pace  that  the 
teacher  is  having  trouble  keeping  up 
with  the  responses.  Also  participating  in 
the  project,  are  some  students  from 
Grades  2  and  4,  as  well  as  some  Senior 
School  students.

Mrs.  Carla  Burke  says  that  WIER  is 
beneficial  because  it  allows  students  to 
learn  how  to  communicate  with  an 
adult  other  than  their  teachers  or  par- 
ents.

Gauguin  exhibition  is  a 
learning  experience

The  Indianopolis  Museum  of  Art, 
the  Dixon  Gallery  in  Memphis,  the  San 
Diego  Museum  of  Art,  and  the 
Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  all  have 
one  thing  in  common  in  1995:  the 
exhibition  Gauguin  and  the  School  of 
Pont-Aven.

Sketchbooks 
in  hand,  we  entered  architect  Moshe 
Safde's  giant  glass  and  marble  structure,

The  exhibition  Gauguin  and  the 
School  of  Pont-Aven  is  one  that  includes 
a  compilation  of  works  from  twenty 
artists.  The  three  exhibition  rooms  in 
the  museum's  Jean-Noel  Desmarais 
pavilion  contain  about  sixty-nine 
paintings,  thirty  works  on  paper,  and 
three  wooden  statues,  the  most  famous 
one  created  by  Paul  Gauguin. 

Once  we  completed  our  tour  of  the 
exhibition,  each  one  of  us  chose  the 
work  that  left  the  greatest  impression 
on  us,  and  we  sat  down  to  sketch  it. 
Our  sketching  enabled  us  to  gain  a 
greater  understanding  of  the  mediums 
the  artists  used  to  paint  and  draw. 

The  exhibition,  which  is  on  until 
April  9,  is  excellent  for  art  students  of 
any  age.  We  all  enjoyed  a  great  morn- 
ing.

When  I  asked  my 
Senior  art  groups  to 
do  a  painting,  I 
included  specific  instructions.  I 
wanted  the  boys  to  experiment  with 
colour  and  use  loose  brush  strokes.  I 
wanted  the  painting  to  be  a  blur  of 
colours  and  shapes  from  up  close, 
but  a  representational  work  of  art 
from  a  distance,  and  it  had  to 
include  at  least  one  figure. 

The  challenge  was  for  the  stu- 
dents to  realize  that  skin  tones  were 
made  up  of  colours  such  as  purple, 
blues,  and  greens,  and  that  skies  were 
not  necessarily  blue,  nor  grass  green. 
It  has  been  my  experience  that  expo- 
sure to  the  work  of  artists  excites, 
educates,  and  gives  spark  to  the  stu- 
dents' creativity.  For  this  particular 
assignment,  one  artist  came  to  mind, 
Leroy  Neiman. 

Leroy  Neiman  is  the  first  artist  in 
the  twentieth  century  to  commit 
himself  mainly  to  painting  sports 
scenes,  working  from  on-the-spot 
quick  sketches  done  at  sporting 
events.  His  style  and  technique  are 
turbulent.  Looking  at  a  Neiman 
painting,  one  must  deal  with  the 
orchestration  of  broken  colours.  His 
paintings  fall  into  focus  as  one  moves 
away  because  his  paintings  are  a 
chaos  of  merging  and  overlapping 
colour  in  which  the  foreground  and 
background  become  confused  up 
close,  but  expand  with  distance. 

It  was  amazing  to  watch  how  the 
students  responded  to  Neiman's 
style.  With  the  help  of  a  pile  of  old 
Sports  Illustrated  magazines,  they 
did  loose  sketches  and  then  added  a 
myriad  of  colours.  The  finished 
paintings  are  hanging  in  the  halls 
and  have  attracted  much  attention. 
One  student  told  me  he  felt  about 
his  painting  as  he  did  a  good  book, 
he  enjoyed  it  so  much  he  didn't  want 
it  to  ever  end.

Along  with  the  speaking  experi- 
ences, the  trip  was  also  highlighted  with 
a  tour  of  Old  Nicosia,  a  tour  of  the 
coastline,  plenty  of  free  time,  and  a  visit 
to  the  gate  of  the  "Green  Line,"  which  is 
the  one  entry  point  between  the  divi- 
sion which  separates  the  Greek  part  of 
the  island  (where  I  was)  from  its  Turkish 
counterpart. 

While  the  competition  was  stiff, 
there  was  a  great  comradery  among  the 
competitors.  I  realize  that  I'm  using  a 
cliche,  but  it  was  a  coming  together  of 
different  people  -  from  Japan  to 
Botswana  and  from  Israel  to  Argentina. 


Not  only  did  my  trip  serve  as  a  showcase 
for  talented  public  speakers,  but  it 
served  as  a  meeting  ground  of  new  and 
interesting  people. 

This  trip  would  not  have  been  possi- 
ble without  the  efforts  of  some  people. 
First,  Ms.  Kathi  Biggs,  for  arranging  it, 
and  giving  me  her  time  to  help  me  grind 
through  my  speeches  in  the  two  weeks 
before  I  left.  I  am  grateful  to  the 
school  for  its  support.  Also,  Mr.  Yannis 
Georgoiu,  the  staff  member  of  the 
English  School  who  organized  the  tour- 
nament and  all  the  tours  that  accompa- 
nied it,  did  an  outstanding  job.  WTien  I 
arrived  home  on  March  8, 1  felt  that  my 
trip  to  Cyprus  was  one  of  the  best  expe- 
riences I've  had.

The  competition  was  fierce  at  the  1995  GMAA  WrestHng 
Championships,  held  at  Kahnawake  Survival  School  on 
February  16.  One-hundred  and  sixty  athletes  from  12  schools 
battled  for  championships  in  1 5  weight  categories,  as  well  as  a 
team  championship.  Going  into  the  championships,  four 
Selwyn  House  wrestlers  were  seeded. 

Our  two  fourth  seeds  lived  up  to  their  expectations,  both 
finishing  4th  in  their  respective  weight  classes.  Thomas 
Sontag,  9C,  finished  with  3  wins  and  two  losses,  and  Tom 
Fletcher,  1 IC,  won  4  matches  and  lost  only  two.  In  the  175 
lb.  weight  class,  Paul  Dery-Goldberg,  1 IC,  won  a  close  match 
to  take  his  first  GMAA  Gold  Medal,  after  winning  bronze  last 
year.  In  the  163  lb.  weight  class,  David  Williams,  1  IC,  won7-

On  March  4  and  5,  Selwyn  House  School  was  host  to  the 
1995  Provincial  Wrestling  Championships,  in  which  over 
200  athletes,  coaches  and  spectators  took  part.
